K STOKY OP THK IJ.VTTr.i: AS TOL1> 


BY THE MONUMENTS ON T 


Beautiful monuments were dedicated 


a few days since to the memory of two 
great Generals, to which the following 
editorial in the Plain. Times was appro- 
priate : 


The full period of a generation has 


passed since the battle of Gettysburg 
was fought on the first, second and third 
days of July, 18(13. Not until a decade 
after that decisive conflict did the State 
and country appreciate the importance of 
preserving this memorable field and mak- 
ing >t one of the historic places of the 
world. It was not only the decisive bat- 
tle of the rebellion, but it certainly pre- 
sents the high watermark of American 
heroism, alike in the blue antl in the 
gray, and there is every incentive for the 
people of this country, regardless of sec- 
tion, to so arrange and adorn the Gettys- 
burg battlefield that its monuments and 
its inseriptionts will tell the whole story 
of that desperate conflict to the visitor. 


The Union heroes in that struggle have 


been enduringly crystallized in the story 
of Gettysburg by magnificent equestrian 
statues of Muade, Reynolds a,»d Han- 
cock. These tributes to the three Penn- 
sylvania heroes who bore the brunt of 
that battle, cue of whom was a com- 
mander of tne Army of the Votoraac, 
havti been delayed too long, but the fact 
that after a generation hits passed away 
the State and nation, as with one voice, 
greeted these monuments to the Penn- 
sylvania chieftains at Gettysburg, proves 
that long after the passions of war have 
perished the sober, patriotic sentiment 
of the people is quite as appreciative ol' 
the Gettysburg Union heroes as were the 
people ol the nation when the insurgent 
army was driven back from Cemetery 
Hill in defeat, and the decisive battle of 
the conflict was settled in favor of the 
united Kepublic. 


We are now rapidly tending to the em- 


bellishment of the Gettysburg battlelield 
as a great historic lesson of the most san- 
guinary conflict fought for the mainten- 
ance of free government. The lines of 
both armies are now defined with math- 
ematical accuracy. Kvery battery that 
burst forth carnage in that conflict is re- 
produced from one end to the other oi 
the two lines on Seminary and Cemetery 
Hills, but there is no statue, no monu- 
ment, no record on all that field to tell 
the story of the men who led the in^ur- 
gent army, and whose heroism made 
victory tremble in the balance for three 
long days 


The time has come when the Gettys- 


burg battlefield should tell the story of 
American heroism on both sides of that 
memorable struggle ; and surely after a 
generation has passed away, there can 
be no sectional passions to interpose ob- 
jection to making the monuments and 
statues of Gettysburg tell the whole 
story of the matchless courage of Amer- 
ican soldiers, whether they fought under 
the stars and stripes or under the st-.irs 
and bars. 


The men who fought under Lee ttt 


Gettysburg have shared many of the 
liigh honors of the Kepublic. 
The 


soldiers of the gray hav~ sat in two lie- 
publican Cabinets and in as mrny Dem- 
ocratic Cabinets. Lee's first lieutenant 


d two lucrative and responsible com- 


missions under Republican I'lvsidents, 
and the warriors of Lee have been wel- 
comed to our National Senate and House 
by scores as law-makers for the nation. 


Lee and his lieutenants should be pre- 


served in imposing statues on the Con- 
federate lines to complete the historic 
lesson of Gettysburg. On Seminary Hill 
should stand an equestrian statue ol 
Robert E Lee ; on the plain hard by the 
statue ot" Reynolds should bethesta'ne 
of Hill, and where I'lc^ett's charge be- 
gan should be marked by a statue of 
Longstreet. 
It neuds but the consent of 


the authorities of the Gettysburg battle- 
field that the South shall erect these 
statues, to assure promptness in placing 
ihem there to complete the group ol 
aeroes of that great conll'ct. 


It should be remembered that Lee's 


army won two pitched battles at Gettys- 
burg. The first day's conflict inul.ii.lj 
Reynolds fell at the front of his men wiis 
won by Hill ; the second day's battle in 
the peach orchard was fought success- 
fully against Sickles by Longstreet, and 
it will not be disputed by any that the 
bigh watermark of heroism on that 
bloody field was where Armiatead strode 
through the Bloody Angle wearing his 
Southern gray, and fell with the heroes 
n blue of Cushing's battery. Letuiiio'. 
invite the South to complete the historic 
lesson of Gettysburg by placing the stat- 
ues of her chieftains corresponding with 
the statues of the Union heroes, and let 
all stand to tell to future generations the 
story of American heroism.

FBEUERICK, Md., June 10.—The Freder- 


ick and Pennsylvania Line railroad was 
sold at public sale at the court-house in 
Frederick 
to-day, under 
a decree of 


the Circuit Court of Frederick county, by 
Bernard Carter, of Baltimore, and Milton 
i. TJrner, of Frederick, trustees, for $150,- 
000 to a representative of the Pennsylvania 
•ailroad company. Auctioneer Charles B. 
Font mounted the court-house steps and, 
n the midst of a few interested spectators, 
announced the terms of the sale and pro- 
ceeded to cry the merits of the road. 
Ge'orge V. Massey, assistant solicitor of 
the Pennsylvania railroad company, of- 
fered $150,000 for the property. 


There being no other bidders it wag fin- 


ally knocked down to him, after nine min- 
utes' crying, for John C. Simtns, of Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Simms is secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and was 
in Frederick a few weeks ago on a pleasure 
trip, but it is now thought that his trip 
was for the purpose of inspecting the 
property along the line of the the road. 
The road is about twenty-eight miles in 
length and extends from Frederick to 
Mason and Dixon's line, near Kingsdale, 
Pa., connecting at that point with the 
tracks of the Hanover and York Railroad. 
The sale includes all the property ol the 
Frederick and Pennsylvania Line liailroad 
Company. The company did not own any 
rolling stock, but had been equipped and 
operated by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company under a lease since 3870. The 
city of Frederick and a number of citizens 
subscribed $200,000 in stock for the 
con- 


struction of the road in 1SOS.

eral George G. Meade and Major Gener- 
al Wiufield S. Hancock on the battlefield 
f Gettysburg emphasize and perpetuate 
the large part played by Pennsylvania in 
tha t battle. 11 is also a deserved recog- 
nition by the state of the transcendent 
value of the services rendered to the 
union by these great and noble sons of 
her on that most momentous field of the 
civil war. Gettysburg will ever have a 
peculiar aud especial interest to Pennsyl- 
vania. The glorious struggle was upon 
and in dolence of her own free soil. The 
army waa commanded by a Pennsylvani- 
an. The advance which first encounter- 
ed the Confederates at tliat point, and 
the lirst day's battle in consequence was 
commanded by a Pennsylvaninn. 
Tne 


great final charge on the third under 
Pickett was directed against that part of 
the Federal'line under command of a 
1'ennsylvaiiian. Unquestionably Meade, 
Reynolds and Hancock were the most 
conspicuous figuies of the battle and will 
remain most notable in its history. All 
three were Peunsylvanians. There were 
great, noble and gallant commanders 
from other states on that mighty field 
of carnage. 
The names of Warren, 


Howard and others will never fade from 
the pages that tell the story of that gi- 
gantic death grapple. But, we believe, 
history will concede that Pennsylvania 
outshines any other state. The more 
that whole campaign is studied the more 
clearly is it seen that Meade displayed in 
its management the highest qualities of 
military genius. The beloved Reynolds 
there gave his life an heroic sacrifice to 
his country's cause. 
Hancock never 


gave more signal exhibition of the jusV 
ness of the tribute paid him by Grant as 
a corps commander. There was another 
conspicuous leadership there from Penn- 
sylvania. The thrilling cavalry battle 
waged far out on the Federal right, was 
fought and won under the command of 
that superb cavalry soldier, General An- 
drew McM. Gregg, another son of Penn- 
sylvania. The conseq uences of the issue 
of that engagement upon the general 
battle were important. Crawford at the 
head of the imtnorfcil Pennsylvania re- 
serves on the left, Webb with his Phila- 
delphia brigade at "the angle," and 
Geary on Culp's Hill are other stars in 
Pennsylvania's sky of glory. Her sky is 
indeed luminous with their. To enu- 
merate them all, however, would fill a 
volume. Our state was distinguished 
not alone in its leadership. None other 
did more of the hard, Downright fighting 
than was done by the old Keystone's 
regiments who were there "drenched 
with the crimson foam of rebellion's 
highest wave." The regimental monu- 
ments marking their position and dotting 
the whole field will forever enshrine the 
peace and patriotism, devotion and valor 
oC this state in behalf of the sacred cause 
of human freedom and the perpetuity of 
the American republic. The state has 
most wisely put into permanent and ac- 
cessible form the exeicises and ceremon- 
ies attending their dedication by its pub- 
lication of the work "Pennsylvania at 
Gettysburg." 
It will be of priceless 


value to the historian. It has been said 
that our state has never had adequate 
recognition for what she did in the Rev- 
olutionary war and the establishment of 
the Union, and has left to others too 
much the writing of her history. But 
the splendid generosity, public and pri- 
vate, shown in perpetuating the memory 
of her heroes at Gettysburg will always 
make clear and undisputable her su- 
preme part on that pivotal field.— ]\ril-

The colored brothers are playing in de- 


cidedly hard luck at St. Louis. There 
are from SO to 100 of the colored brothers 
in the South who are either duly elected 
delegates to the St. Louis Convejtion or 
are contesting seats in the same, and 
they have been for a year past building 
high hopes of great profits by playing at 
St. Louis. Suddenly the whole scene is 
changed, and the colored brother can't 
get expenses to attend the convention at 
St. Loais, and at St. Louis he can't even 
get a place to eat and sleep. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars have 


been expended already in the Southern 
States to get up delegates and contest- 
ing delegates to the St. Louit Conven- 
tion. The McKiuley managers covered 
the South more than a year ago, expend- 
ed money liberally to gratify the cupid- 
ity of the colored leaders, besides prom- 
ising large increase from the corruption 
fund when they came to the convention. 
To-day the fight against McKiuley has 
petered out, and there will be nobody to 
[jay the expenses of contesting delegates, 
or to pay any liberal allowance to those 
who may be entitled to seats. The mar- 
ket is glutted and the colored brother is 
not wanted. When be gees to St. Louis 
he must look out for himself, and the 
doors of all the boarding houses and 
hotels are closed against him.

dent, the colored delegates have no recog- 
nition whatever in St. Louis, and will 
have to be herded like cattle to enable 
them to eat and sleep while attending 
the convention.

—An Interesting and Instruct- 


ive Statement. 


The Senate sub-committee of the 


finance committee designated to conduct 
an investigation of the recent bond issues 
decided to begin its work after the ad- 
journment of Congress. 


Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle has 


prepared a statement for the committee 
in compliance with Its request. The 
statement is dated June 1. Reviewing 
the conditions which led to the bond 
issues the Secretary says: 


"Largely on account of apprehensions 


in this country and abroad as to the 
ability of the government to continue 
the current redemption of its notes in 
gold coin and maintain the parity of the 
;wo metals, the exports of gold during 
the fucal year, 1S03, reached the unpre- 
cedented amount of $108,680,814, nearly 
all of which was withdrawn from the 
public treasury by the presentation of 
otes for redemption. During the three 
months next picceding the 7th day of 
March, 1893, when I assumed control of 
this department, the withdrawals of 
gold from the treasury amounted to 
•535,503,093, and during the eight months 
lext succeeding that date withdrawals 
tmounted to $37,697,219, while the ex- 
ports amounted to $39,959,520. These 
withdrawals and shipments began on a 
arge scale in June, IS':!, and continued 
with only short periods of intermission 
until the close of the fiscal year, 1893. 
On December 31,1.S92, the free gold in 
the Treasury amounted to SliM 26<i 662. 
23. -ind on February 28 it had fallen to 
$103,281.218 Dl. Thereserve fund would 
lave fallen below $100,000,000 before 
rtarch 1, ]S!)3, if my predecessor in olli^e 
lad not effected arrangements in Jatitt- 
.ry and February by which the sum of 
about $8,250,000 in gold was procured 
rom certain bankers at New York in 
exchange for United Sates notes and 
otherwise." 


"Notwithstanding the most strenuous 


efforts of the department to maintain 
,he $100,000,000 reserve intact, the pre- 
lentation of nottsfor redemption to pro- 
cure gold for shipment abroad continued 
o such an extent that on the 22J day of 
April, 1893, for the first time since the 
und waa established, it became necia- 
iary to use a part of it for redemption 
nirposes, and it was reduced to $95,432, 
57 and was reduced on the 17th day of 
anuary, 1894. to $09.757,824. The cash 
>alance then in the Treasury, excluding 
he current, liabilities, but including the 
gold reserve aud all subsidiary and minor 
loin, was only $83.901,402. Very littla 
gold was being received on account oC 
lues to the government, and it was 
herefore impossible to increase the re- 
erve without resorting to the issue and 
ale of bonds under the authority con- 
erred by the resumption act. The call 
if January 17, 1S04, for an issue of $50,- 
(00,000 brought to the Treasury $5S,BUO, 
i!7." The Secretary continues: 


"On the 0,h of March, 1894, after this 


ale had been completed, the free gold 
amounted to $107,44(i,802. and after fall- 
nu to $o2,I.S9,oOO on the 7tli of August, 
894, it was slowly replenished by voluu- 
ary exchanges of gold coin tor United 
States notes and other currency by the 
«nks, and by small receipts of gold in 
payment of dues to the government, un- 
il the 14th of November, 1894, when it 
cached $01 878,374. In the meantime 
he frequent presentation of notes for 
edemption in gold by individuals and 
Qi,tilulions not desiring it for export 
learly indicated the existence of un- 
asiness in the public mind, while foreign 
xchange was almost constantly at or 
lear a rate which made it necessary to 
xport gold to pay bills at their maturity, 
nd consequently withdrawals for ship- 
ment were daily threatened.

Four hundred and eighty- 
ix bids were received, amounting to 
178,830,0.iO, nearly all of which were at 
ates which would yield to the investors 


per cent, or less. One bid for the 


vhole sum of $30,000,000, all or none, 
pon the basis of 2 878 per cent, being 
he mo.t advantageous offer for the gov- 
rnment that was made, either singly or 


aggregating the separate bids, were 


ccepted." 
Mr. Carlisle then traees the financial 
onditiou of the Treasury up to the latest 
ssue of bonds, of which he gives a de- 
ailed history, and concludes hisstat*- 
nent by expressing the opinion that the 
ales were necessary for the preservation 
f the credit of the government and the 
ecurity of the business interests of the 
eople, and that they, in fact, acootn- 
ilished those results.

TO THE UNITED STATES—THE 


11OAJJS SPECIFIED. 


Among tlie bills approved by the Presi- 


dent last Wednesday was one to authorize 
the Secretary of War to improve and main- 
tain the public roads in the Gettysburg 
National Park. The bill is as follows:

Rt jn-wntatifcs of the United States (tj AIHCT- 
ii'.a in CuiLyress uywmblrd, That section four 
of the act entitled "An Act to establish a 
National Park at Gettysburg, Pennsyl- 
vania", approved on the eleventh day of 
February, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


"Six. 4. That the Secretary of War is 


hereby authorized and directed to acquire, 
at such times and in such manner as he 
may deem best calculated to serve the pub- 
lic interest, such lands in the vicinity of 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, not exceeding 
in area the parcels shown on the map pre- 
pared by Major-General Daniel E. Sickles, 
United States Army, and now on file in 
the office of the Secretary of War, which 
wero occupied by the infantry, cavalry, 
and artillery, on the first, second, and 
third days of July, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-three, and such other adjacent lands 
as ho may deem necessary to preserve the 
important topographical features of the 
batdlelield, and in his discretion to improve 
and maintain the public roads within the 
limits of said park, jurisdiction over which 
has been or may hereafter be ceded to the 
United States: Pmriited, That nothing 
contained in this Act shall be deemed and 
held to prejudice the rights acquired by 
any State or by any military organization 
to the ground on which its monuments or 
markers are placed nor the right of way to 
the same." 


Following is the text of the act passed 


by the last Legislature of this State ceding 
jurisdiction to the TJnited States. 
A re- 


publication of it may be of general inter- 
est. 


lie it enacted, etc., That the jurisdiction 


of this Commonwealth is hereby ceded to 
the United States of America over the pub- 
lic roads and parts of the same hereinafter 
specified and described, included within 
the limits of tl-e National Park at Gettys- 
burg, as defined by the act ot Congress, 
entitled "An act to establish a national 
military park at Gettysburg, Pennsylva- 
nia," approved February eleventh, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, 
to wit: 


Irir9t. That part of the public road 


known as the Carlisle road extending from 
the borough line of Gettysburg northward 
by the various courses of said road five 
thousand six hundred feet to the boundary 
of the aforesaid N'.tional Park, as defined 
in the said act of Congress. 


Second. 
Tltat part of the public road 


known as the Newville or Bendersville 
road, extending from its junction with the 
aforesaid Carlisle road northwestward two 
thousand four hundred feet to the bound- 
ary of the aforesaid National Park. 


Third. That part of the public road 


known as the Harrisburg or Heidlersburg 
road, extending from the borough line of 
Gettysburg northward by the various 
courses of said road five thousand two 
hundred and fifty feet to the boundary of 
paid National Park. 


.Fourth. That part of the public road 


known as the Hunterstown road, extend- 
ing from its junction with the York pike, 
near Gettysburg, northeastward three 
thousand six hundred and ninety feet to 
the boundary of the aforesaid National 
Park. 


Fifth. 
That part of the public road 


known as the Hanover road extending 
from the borough line of Gettysburg at 
Rock Creek, southeastward five thousand 
seven hundred feet to the boundary line 
of said National Park. 


Sixth. That part of the public road 


known as the Taneytown road, extending 
from the borough line of Gettysburg south- 
ward nine thousand four hundred feet to 
the boundary of the aforesaid National 
Park. 


That public road connecting 


:ie Taneytown road and the Baltimore 


pike, extending from the Taneytown road 
at tho common corner of I'attetson and 
Baker's lands on the road eastward by 
sundry courses four thousand three hun- 
dred feet to tiie Baltimore pike near I\lc- 
AUlster's Hill. 


Eighth. That public road kno\vn as the 


Whoatlield rond, extending from its junc- 
tion with the Taneytown road atSedgwick 
poptullice westward by sundry courses, and 
crossing the EmmiLsbnrg road and ('on- 
federate avenue eight thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty feet to the boundary of the 
aforesaid National Park near the south- 
west corner of Martin's woods. 


Ninth. That part of the public road 


known as the Kmmitabitrg road, extend- 
ing from the crossing of the WheaUield 
road at the Peach Orchard soutluvestward 
seven thousand eight hundred factor more 
to the bunndarv of the aforesaid National 
Park. 


'JVntli. That part of tho public road 


known as tht; Ilagerstown road, extend- 
ing from the borough line of Gettysburg 
soiitlnvestward six thousand two hnndrod 
feet to the boundary of the aforsaid Na- 
tional Park. 


Eleventh. That part of the public road 


known as the Hereter's Mill road, which 
begins at the Ilagerstown road, about a 
furlong west of .Reynolds avenue, extend-

electric railway and light poles now up 
and all others hereafter erected in the 
Borough be taxed $1.00 each, and that 
they be under inspection of the police. 
Mr. Urtter thought this would be unfair 
to the Electric company because of the 
low rate charged for lighting the streets, 
and might lead to annulling the present 
light contract and compel the Borough to 
go back to gas for street lighting. Attor- 
ney Weaver thought the proposition a 
legal one, but had not seen the light con- 
tract, which might change the conditions. 
The question being called, Stock, Meals 
and Lightner voted in favor of tlie motion, 
Garvin, Trostle and Ertter against. There 
being a tie. President Troxel declined to 
give the deciding vote until next meeting. 


On motion of Mr. Stock, the Borough 


Attorney was directed to present to the 
ICIectric Railway Company the Borough's 
bill for $106, expended in repairing the 
streets. 


Mr. Stock also moved that as the road 


was being run on a street not included in 
the original contract (from the intersec- 
tion of Steinwehr avenue and the Taney- 
town road out to the Borough limits on 
the Erntnitsburg road) they be required to 
?ive a new bond or remove their tracks. 
The Attorney's opinion was asked con- 
cerning the legality of removing the tracks, 
but he declined to give an opinion then, 
which led to tlie passage of a motion to 
postpone the subject to the next meeting. 


The ordinance repealing the dog ordi- 


nance was then adopted. 


The electric light bill of $212.25 for the 


month of May was left for future action, 
several members expressing the desire to 
put it and the long delayed bill of SlflB 
owed by the Company in a similiar posi- 
tion. The vole stood : aye, Stock, Ertter, 
Lightner and Meals, no, Garvin. 


Chairman Stock read a report from the 


Street Superintendent arid supplemented 
it with his own views on the subject, 
demonstrating that the stone used on our 
streets under the present system cost near- 
ly if not altogether twice what they can 
be bought for from other parties. After 
going over all the dates, he was convinced 
that the former Superintendent was mis- 
taken in his measurements and estimates. 
On his motion, seconded by Mr. Ertter, 
the High way Committee was empowered 
to sell the crusher and all the machinery 
connected with it, and report at a special 
meeting to be called by the President, in 
the meantime to inquire the price of stone 
for use on the streets. 


Mr. Ertter called on the Attorney for his 


opinion on the deferred matter of certain 
parties hauling passengers for pay without 
license. 
Mr. Weaver replied that no evi- 


dence could be gotten to show that fares 
had been collected, nnd he therefore drop- 
ped the investigation. 


Burgess Wible reported §2.00 received 


for building permits. 
He inquired the 


pleasure of Council concerning the collec- 
tion of license on the trailer cars. The 
Company now pays $50 each for the three 
motors, but nothing on the trailers. Mr. 
Ertter wanted the subject investigated. 
Mr. Garvin's opinion was that the licenses 
were too high nu\v and that the Company 
should not be compelled to pay for the 
trailers, which were only used on days 
when large crowds were here. Burgess 
Wible reported the complaint of the hack- 
men that they were compelled to pay ac- 
cording to the number of horses in a team. 
Mr. Stock thought the trailer was a car and 
should be taxed as such. Mr, Troxel 
•V?reed with this proposition. 
Mr. Meals 


was for an enforcement ol the ordinance, 
claiming that all cars should be taxed. 
Attorney Weaver was of the opinion that 
each of the cars could be taxed under tho 
ordinance. He referred to the status of 
the Electric railway matter, and said the 
IJ. S. Court would likely have to pass 
on it. 


Incidental to the license discussion Mr. 


Krtter said that placing of numbers on the 
vehicles- was a mistake, and favored at- 
taching buttons to the horses' bridles. 
Mr. Ertter moved that tlie question of 
taxing the trailer cars be laid aside, which 
carried.

Wliiie inventors and scientists have 


done rnucti for agriculture, yet the farm 
itself has been a source from which has 
come much that is wonderful. 
Lookinf? 


over the work done during Hie present 
century, it may safely be asserted that 
the animals on the farm have been en- 
tirely changed in appearance aud charac- 
teristics. It seems as though man can 
control even the living creatures and 
adapt them to his purposes. The horses 
have been divided and classified to that 
txteut as to render them dissimilar in 
many respects. The thoroughbred (run- 
ner), quick draught (hackney and trot- 
ter), heavy draught (Ferclieron and 
Clydesdale) and the pony are adapted to 
special purposes. Placed side by side tae 
most inexperienced can at once notice 
the diversity of forms. 
On the race 


course the Clydesdale could make no 
competition wiih the thoroughbred, and 
for heavy hauling on roads the trotter 
caunotcomparewith thel'ercherou. Yet 
nearly all of these breeds trace in their 
pedigrees back to the Arabian, but care- 
ful selection has carried them into dif- 
ferent channels, altering their forms and 
endowing them with certain desirable 
traits. 


I'.KEEDS PRODUCED. 


Among cattle are found the Ilolstein, 


(i nernsey and Jersey, which have been 
bred as producers of butter, the former 
also standing high as milkers, along with 
the Ayrshires, with the Shorthorns, An- 
gus, Galloways and Herefords as beef 
breeds. Even the horns have been bred 
away from the Angus and Gulloway. 
The Merino sheep is made to produce 
tine wool, the Dorset to excel in prolifi- 
cacy, and the Cotsvvold, Lincoln and 
Leicester yield large lleeces of combing 
wool, the mutton breeds being set off as 
"downs," including the Southdown, 
Hampshire.Oxford aud Shropshire. The 
jierkshire, among swine, with its white 
spot on the forehead and four white feet 
i budges of purity) excels for its hams, 
with its black and spotted rivals—Essex 
and Poland-China—possessing merits for 
their side meats, the white breeds— 
Chesters, Cheshires, Sufl'olks and York- 
shires—also being favorites in the sec- 
tions where they are best adapted. 
The 


farmer has also produced mammoth 
geese and turkeys and classified poultry 
into ornamental,sitters, non-sitters, pro- 
lific layers and table fowls. There are 
other breeds of animals that could be 
named, but the above number is sulli- 
cieut, and demonstrates that what lias 
been accomplished is not the result of 
chance, but of deliberate purpose to 
.secure special objects sought, 


IJirUOVK.MENTS IN PLANTS, 


It would require much space to enum- 


erate what has been done iu fruits and 
plants. 
The tomato has lieen one of 


the grandest acquisitions of the century, 
anil the strawberry now nearly rivals the 
plum and peach in size. ]Nrew varieties 
of ;i'l kinds of fruits are numerous, and 
each kind is grown for some special mer- 
it. TheUartlett pear and Concord grape 
should not be overlooked in mention, 
and the garden vegetables are now al- 
most entirely changed from those ol 
even 111) years ago. The Lima bean ii, 
being taken away from poles (us was 
done for the pea years ago), aud standard 
trees are dwarfed by grafting. When 
these great changes are considered it will 
not bediilicult to make a favorable com- 
parison (if the work of the breeder, the 
seedsman and the horticulturist with the 
mechanic, but it may be claimed that 
while the use of patents protected in 
ventors, there has been no protection 
whatever for those wlio patiently aud 
persistently worked iu the lines of im- 
provement cm farms, though their work 
has been fully as beneficial to the world 
as have boon tlm efforts of those who 
were inventors and discoverers, and who 
milled therefrom large sums aa their 
rewards.

Every eow should sell on her merits 


for milk or butter. She should be known 
to the purchaser and he should never 
buy unless lie can satisfy himself in re- 
gard to her capacity in the line for which 
she is intended. The farmer who buys 
a cow to take the place of one that has 
become dry takes the risk of bringing 
not only a worthless animal into his 
herd, but also vices and diseases. Dairy- 
ing will never pay the highest profits un- 
til cows are raised on the farm from 
known and meritorous breeds, and the 
practice of buying unknown cows causes 
a heavy loss to dairymen in the United 
States. 


Where the strawberry plants set out 


this year have failed it will be well to 
anticipate the new bed of next spring by 
setting out plants the coming fall. This 
cannot be done in some sections, but is 
a common practice on sandy soils in 
New Jersey. Any plants that may be 
missing next spring can then be replaced j 
with advantage. 


If you desire a full matted row of 


strawlwrries next spring work the plants 
in the row with a hoe, so as to kill the 
weeds and grass, and then go deep on 
each side with a cultivator, applying fer- 
tilizer liberally, so as to have the plant 
food ready for the runners that may be 
sent out by the parent vines. 


It is tbe labor that is the most expan- 


sive item on a farm. It is much cheaper 
to have a good man at high wages, who 
can handle the maximum number of 
cows, than to have a cheap man who can 
do only half as much work. A good 
farm hand who understands his business 
saves time and labor. 


The more food the greater the prod net 


does not always result. When the food 
is not given judiciously it is wasted, be- 
cause not digested and assimilated, the 
manure heap receiving the larger por- 
tion. There is no difference in throwing 
food on the heap and passing it through 
the body of the animal except in the 
latter case it is reduced and decomposed 
to a certain extent, as the animal will 
digest only that of which it is capable, 
though the digestive capacity of one ani- 
mal may be greater than that of another. 
The rule slionld be to learn the wants of 
stock and feed only a sufllclency, so as 
to avoid waste. 


Good blood is all right, but good 


quarters, good feed and proper methods 
make success doubly sure in the raising 
of hogs. 


While there is good pasturage is a good 


time to push the growth anil fattening 
of undesirable animals. When they are 
ready to market sell them.

country and makes possible the plunge 
to a silver basis, with the scaling of obli- 
gations which this will imp,y, the people 
and tho politicians of the Northeast will 
have themselves largely to blame.

ing economic system, which impoverish- 
es the South and West for the benefit of 
special classes, few will deny who have 
traveled through those sections or come 
in contact with their people. The de- 
mand for the free coinage of silver is 
but the gropiiig of a blinded and impris- 
oned giant who is seeking some means of 
fieeing his limbs witli the purpose of us- 
ing them in caring for and protecting 
liii own. The vast extent of country, 
the conllictof interest between the sec- 
tions, the incompetence and dishonesty 
of politicians, and the predominance of 
moral over economic issues have been 
decided, have ground the youth and 
West between the upper and nether inill- 
stG'iies of n high tariff above and a 
wretched currency system beneath until 
the victim is making a last effort for 
freedom which threatens to pull down 
the entire fabric of our social and finan- 
cial system. 


Whatever may be said for the protec- 


tive system in developing young indus- 
tries and in raising wages under tempo- 
rary conditions iu particular cases, it is 
hardly a subject of dispute that it has 
continuously taken money from the 
pockets of the farmors of the West in the 
enhanced price of their agricultural im- 
plements, their woolen, clothing, their 
implements of iron aud steel and even 
the tin utensils ol the kitchen. Whatever 
may have happened in recent years as 
the result of that violent competition 
which high protectiou engenders within 
the protective wall, it was the avowed 
purpose and result of the protective sys- 
tmn in the beginning to raise the prices 
of manufactured goods. lie who denies 
it denies the purpose and benefits of the 
system. This being the case, it becomes 
easy tr> make a rough calculation of the 
toll levied by protection upon the 3,000,- 
IXK) fe-mers ot the South and West. If 
each of them has paid only $50 a year 
naore In the enhanced price of domestic 
products than he would have paid under 
free competition, this annual toll has 
been $1.50,000,000. Multiplying this by 
the 30 years which have elapsed under 
the full operation of the protective sys- 
tem, one obtains the enormous aggregate 
of $-1,500,000,000. II the number who 
paid this toll was smaller at the begin- 
ning than at the present time, the deficit 
is more than made up by the reduplicated 
interest upon the loss in the first year 
and the loss of the producing power of 
this capital through this long series of 
years.

In 
the soil, however, the restoring of plant 
food is a very slow process, and is by no 
means equal to the removal by the ordi- 
nary crops. 


Piobably the best animal to feed for 


prolit the surplus milk of the dairy is the 
pig. lie will eat unlimited quantities of 
it in all shapes, and get fat upon it, if 
be is young enough to take kindly the 
fat forming qualities of liis rations; but 
even here there will be waste and loss if 
the feeding is not done judiciously. 


Avoid sudden changes in feeding, but 


experiments with different feeds and 
different combinations are always in 
order. One wishes not only to produce 
the largest product, but to do so at the, 
least cost. Sometimes it will pay to sell 
the products of the farm and buy mill 
feed. Know not only the valueof feeds, 
but watch the market fluctuations. 


Do not stop feeding the dairy cow as 


soon as she goes dry. Give her enough 
good food to steadily maintain a fair con- 
dition of flesh, aud she will be all the 
better milker when she comes fresh 
again. If she is allowed to get thin in 
flesh it is going to cost something to 
bring Ler up again. 


Out of the 42,842,750 hogs in the coun- 


try the Department iigures make tlie 
losses mos ly by cholera, in ]S9."> amount 
to 5.440,108, or 127 per cent.; of course 
the high per cent., of. losses was iu the 
great corn states, Missouri, Illinois and 
Iowa, reaehiag 24 per cent, in one of 
them. In the Northwest tlie loss was 
small. 


A leading fruit grower of Missouri 


killed peach tree borers in 1894 and again 
in 1895 by digging the dirt away so as to 
expose the spur roots at the top of the 
ground, and using the dirt to form a 
basin about the tree extending six or 
eight inches above the ground level, and 
then Illling this basin with boiling hot 
water. This kills every worm in the 
roots, and lower six inches "of the trunk 
of the tree, aud does not injure the tree 
in the least. The worms crawl out be- 
fore dying. 
He asks those who are 


afraid, to try it on one or two trees and 
be convinced. 


Professor Roberts, of Cornell Station, 


in a bulletin gives tables showing that a 


found crop of corn each year for 20 years will 


remove $128 23 worth of fertilizers (ni- 
trogen, potash and phosphoric acid) from 
an acre of land, while the fruit, leaves, 
tops and roots of So apple trees will re- 
move S377.5T worth of fertility in 20 
years. Yet, no man will grow corn on 
the same land for 20 years without ferti- 
lizing it, but thousands expect apples to 
thrive without fertilizers for 20 to 40 
years. 


The progressive farmer now does most 


of his cultivating of what used to be 
hoed crops with the harrow. He har- 
rows before planting and after planting, j 
before and after the crop is up, and' 
keeps harrowing until the cultivator is 
called in because the harrow can't reach 
the ground on account of the big growth 
of the crop. Such use of the harrow 
would have scared a conservative farmer 
out of his wits a few years ago, but it 
means clean fields and good crops at the 
minimum cost of labor".
